Vs. 1, 2. "Now the word of

arise, go to Ninevah, that great 
city, and cry against it; for their 
wickedness is come up before me." 
Jonaii, a representative of God, 
had a work that he and he only 
was to do. God is represented as 
on high knowing all evil done by 
the children of men, which moves 
him to direct a program of mercy 
rather than stern judgment. 


V. 3. "But Jonah 
rose up to 


flee unto Tarshish from the pres- 
ence of Johovah; 
and he went 


down to Joppa and found a ship 
going to Tarshish; so he paid the 
fare thereof, and went down into 
it, to go with them to Tarshish 
from the presence of Jehovah."

determined to get
